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1 . In the remark, applicant argued that the references do not disclose to directly send a 
selected stored URL since directly sending a selected store URL indicate a desired Internet web 
page without encrypting the URL. 

2. Examiner traverse the argument that: 

Although applicant expressively defines "directly sending a selected stored URL" to be "sending 
the stored URL wherein the URL is not encrypted (The URL in actual URL format such as 
http://www.google.com)", the claim language "directly sending a selected stored URL" does not 
clearly present such attributes. Instead, one of ordinary skill in the art would interpret such 
limitation to be "sending a stored URL to the destination without going through any inter- 
medium, repeater, gateway (point-to-point transmission)". Furthermore, the claim language 
excluded any suggestions of the stored URL having no encryptions. Hence, King and Lagarde in 
combination, reads on the claim language of "directly send a selected stored URL". Applicant is 
suggested to amend the claim language to include these limitations to further define the 
invention.
